JUDGMENT 


Good judgment is the most fundamen- 


tal thing in life, claims a speaker address- 
ing Union college students. 
That is put- 


ting it a bit broadly, but good judgment 
undoubtedly is the most important func- 
tion of the brain. Success depends large- 
ly upon it. 
Success can be acquired by 


education, open-mindedness, determina- 
tion to learn both sides of the question 
thoroughly, and by a sense of values based 
on contrast. 


The speaker tells the college students 


that in school they should get the ability 
to reject the wrong and select the right 
instinctively. Unfortunately, it cannot al- 
ways, be done instinctively. 
Snap judg- 


ment is rarely good judgment. Deliber- 
ate thinking, in many instances—reason- 
ing, is necessary. 
The fallacy of most 


'•intelligence tests" is that they are based 
on ability to think fast, rather than to 
think "straight." 
The best thinking is 


slow thinking. 


Children often, wonder why they have 


to go to school and learn so many things 
that they will never use directly in later 
life. The answer is that the purpose is to 
develop the power to recognize, under- 
stand, analyze and value. 
That is the 


goal, rather than filling a brain with dates 
and facts like pouring gasoline into a mo- 
tor car. We formerly used to educate to 
impart facts. 
The new way is to impart 


the power to reason and utilize, with rec- 
ognition, that to know where to find any 
desired knowledge when needed is better 
than to be able Jo pronounce the words 
in the dictionary, rattle off all the dates 
in history, or recite the classics by heart. 
Mathematics, for instance, may not be put 
to much use in an adding-machine. But 
it develops reasoning—the power of good 
judgment, of being able to determine val- 
ues. 


. SOLVENCY OF FARMERS 


The real estate securities committee of 


the American Investment Bankers' asso- 
ciation reports that ninety per cent of the 
farmers of the United States are solvent. 
Such news from an authentic source is 
gratifying. 
It signifies that most farm- 


ers have been able to weather the recent 
depression, and incidentally, that they 
have on the whole liquidated"quite as sat- 
isfactorily as have industry and trade in 
the past five years.

prove, he declares, claims that Norse 
explorers established colonies in the 
Pacific Northwest nearly five centuries 
before Christopher Columbus discov- 
ered America. 


Mr. Opjson, a Norwegian scientist 


has conducted investigations into the 
early Norse migrations for 30 years. 
Characters 
carved and 
painted on 


mountain cliffs of the onrthern Unit- 
ed States, heretofore regarded as the 
work of Indians, he declares, are the 
records of early Norse explorers. Fig- 
ures of men, birds and beasts he has 
identified as signs of the zodiac by 
which, taken in conjunction with as- 
tronomical scales In the same config- 
urations, he declares he IB able to fix, 
to the month and day, when they were 
recorded. 


"Astronomical calculations and mirre- 


erals in the chronograms 
or signs 


show that the first visits were made 
in the year 1010," Mr. Opjson said. 
Appearance of runic letters peculiar to 
old Nordic writing first drew my at- 
tention to the signs. It was then I 
discovered that the birds, goats and 
other figures which had been thought 
to be merely caricatures, were really 
astronomical signs." 


The earliest expedition to the Pa-
